A Single Item of the Cost of the Political 


Canvass In New York City. 


During the two weeks preceding an 


election in New York city those sign 
pamters who mako a specialty of polit- 
ical transparencies have something of a 
harvest. There are only a few of them,

Tammany had a headquarters in ev- 


iry assembly district. Tho Republicans 
hiul two headquarters in every assembly 
ilistiiot—those of the regulars and the 
Milhollandites. 
Then there weie tho 


State Democracy, the Anti-Tatninany 
Democracy, the Independent county or- 
ganization, the Good Government olnbs, 
tho German Reform union, tho New 
York or Voorhia Democracy and the 
Socialists, Populists and Prohibition- 
ists. Next came the business men's as- 
sociations, the young men's clubs, the 
social clnbs which made political nom- 
inations, and such independent organi- 
zations as the Italian-American Eepnb- 
licans, the Hungarian Democrats and 
the Swedish anti-Tammauyites. 
Each 


congress candidate usually had a sep- 
arate headquarters, and some of the" as- 
sembly and aldermanio candidates also 
opened rooms of their own. 


Tho most elaborate of the campaign 


transparencies was, of course, to be 
found in front of Tammany hall. This 
year two changes of candidates—judge 
of the oonrt of appeals and mayor—had 
been made upon it, which is unusual 
in one election. After the battle of the 
ballots was over the canvas on the trans- 
parencies was torn to shreds, and the 
wooden framework was split up. There 
was nothing left to show for the expend- 
iture of about $16,000. —New York Sun.

Artist 'Vatts Has a Word to Say About 


His "Love and X.lfc." 


Mr. George M. Watts, B. A., the em- 


inent English artist, sends the follow- 
ing letter to tha New York Herald ap- 
ropos of the dispute between the Washi- 
ngton authorities and tho Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in regard to the po&ses- 
sion of his pamting, "Love and Life:" 


"In regard to the picture I presumed 


to present to the government of the 
United States it may not be out of place 
for me, in the fust place, to point out 
;hat the painting represents in tho sim- 
plest manner that naked humanity ia 
aided to ascend from the depths of base 
animalism by love, meaning sympathy, 
generosity and aspiration, signified by 
;ho broad wings. The figures are purely 
symbolical, having, I hope, no tinge of 
sensuality in the character of their 
form. 


"My idea was that the great Ameri- 


can nation would in time gather togeth- 
er a splendid collection of works of art, 
which will represent the mind of the 
Euglish speaking races, but that await- 
ing this tir.jo my offering should find a 
liome in some such place as the Metro- 
politan museum of New York, though 
t may add that after some correspond- 
ence with the American embassy here 
[ accepted the arrangement that a tem- 
porary resting place should be found in 
some public room or gallery of the 
White House. 


"I can't, however, presume to offer 


any voice in the matter beyond saying 
that tha painting is essentially n gallery 
picture and was never contemplated by 
oae as hanging in any dwelling house 
whatever.''

The Colorado State Silver League 


its convention at Denver, which was 
largely attended by representative men 
from all parts of the State, adopted the 
following resolution: 


That the words "non-partisan" 'be 
stricken from the constitution and by- 
laws wherever they appear and that the 
members of the Colorado Silver League 
refuse to affiliate or work with any 
political party which does not nation- 
ally declare unequivocally in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


In the large assemblage there were 


but two dissenting votes upon tho 
adoption of the resolution. Men repi e- 
tienting the various interests of the 
State resolved not to affiliate with any 
political party which does not nation- 
ally declare unequivocally in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. This action in- 
dicates that Colorado is falling into 
line with Nevada, and is in favor of 
making free coinage the paramount 
issue of the Presidential campaign of 
1896. All other issues are for the time 
to be subordinate to the silver ques- 
tion. 
That settled satisfactorily the 


people can divide, if they feel so dis- 
posed, on matters of minor importance. 
Without free coinage there can be no 
real and permanent prosperity. The 
makeshift schemes introduced in Con- 
gress in the interest of the Gold Trust 
are shown by the debates to be of no 
benefit to the masses and that National 
prosperity can only be restored oy 
opening the mints for the coinage of 
all the gold and silver that may be 
offered for the purpose into full legal 
tender money. 


Let Nevada Republicans and Demo- 


crats ponder on tho action of the Colo- 
radoans and ask themselves if that ac- 
tion was ill-advised. Why should Ne- 
vada peopla, whose material welfare is 
involved, affiliate with parties whose 
organizations are opposed to the free 
coinage of silver ? There is nothing in 
party names, but there is much in party 
principles. Neithei of the old partiee, as 
has been proved in the last four years, 
us both ha^e been in the ascendancy m 
that period, has done aught to restore 
silver to its historic standard, and 
until silver is restored Nevada cannot 
reasonably expecv to see the State as 
prosperous aa it was before silver was 
demonetized.

Latest reports indicate that the war 


between China aud Japan is practically 
ended. Instructions are said to have 
been sent to the commanders of the 
respective military and naval forces 
from the governing powers of the two 
empires, the oxaot nature of which is 
not known, but the belief is that hos- 
tilities are to cease. It id sapponed in 
diplomatic quarters that the conces- 
sions ask°id by the Japanese govern- 
ment have met with acquiescense in 
Peking. This news is partially con- 
firmed oy a dispatch from Minister 
Denby to the State Department at 
Washington to the effect that the 
Chinese government has appointed two 
peace commissioners who will at once 
proceed to the Japanese capital and 
negotiate the terms of peace. 


The Japanese are masters of the sit- 


uation. Their forces have been vic- 
torious in every battle by sea and by 
land. The Chinese, notwithstanding 
their supeiior numbers, have been 
driven from their strongholds on the 
coast and in the interior, and the Jap- 
anese march toward the Chinese cap- 
ital has been almost uninterrupted. 
The victors can now end tho war npon 
Whatever terms they are disposed to 
name. They will probably demand a 
large indemnity in money and the in- 
dependence of Corea, if not the cession 
of that Kingdom to Japan.
